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Family mourn ‘delightful’ road victim Olivia 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
“delightful” 18-year-old student 
after she died in a car crash. 

Olivia Jefferies, of Twyford, 
was studying for her A-Levels 
and planning to read French and 
Arabic at university. 

But on Sunday night she died 
after her red Peugeot 107 
collided with a silver Ford Focus 
outside Katharine House 


Hospice in Adderbury at 11pm. 

The driver of the Ford, a 28- 
year-old man, was taken to the 
hospital for treatment following 
the collision. 

In a statement, Miss Jefferies’ 
family paid tribute to their 
“amazing” daughter. 

They said : “Olivia was a 
popular pupil at Oxford High, 
where she attained high grades 


at GCSE and was studying for 
her A Levels. 

“She had an amazing 
presence, tremendous sense of 
adventure and love for life. Livi 
loved to combine travel with 
fashion, spoke fluent French 
and had great ambitions to see 
the world. 

“Her bubbly and natural 
cheeky personality will always 


be cherished and sadly missed 
by her family and numerous 
friends.” 

Headteacher Judith Carlisle 
said pupils and staff were still 
coming to terms with Miss 
Jefferies’ death.

Mother decides to give 
daughter her kidney 

DIANE Wincott will go under the knife next Thursday in a bid 
to give her precious daughter and grandchildren their lives 
back. Mrs Wincott, 47, from Bretch Hill, Banbury, is donating 
one of her kidneys to her 21-year-old daughter, Jasmine 
Parker. 

Miss Parker, from Fairway, Banbury, suffered renal failure 
for the second time, six 
months ago, after a fraught 
pregnancy which saw her 
daughter, Lexi, born 13 
weeks prematurely and 
weighing just 21b 6oz. 

Miss Parker discovered her 
kidneys were failing five 
years ago, during a routine 
pregnancy scan for her son, 

Leo, now four. 

She underwent a kidney 
transplant just weeks before 
her 18th birthday and 
enjoyed seven months of a 
“new lease of life.” 

But complications 
followed, the kidney showed 
signs of rejecting and then 
she found out she was 
pregnant again. 

Despite being told the 
pregnancy was risky, she 
decided to proceed and, just 
weeks after her daughter’s 
premature birth, she was 
back in hospital and is now 
travelling to Oxford’s 
Churchill Hospital, three 
days a week, for four-hour 
sessions of kidney dialysis. 

She said: “My life is an

endless stream of dialysis 
and I am so tired all the time, 
so when my mum said she 
wanted to give me one of her 
kidneys, I was over the 
moon.” 

She added: “It’s a huge 
thing for someone to do, but 
my mum really is amazing.” 

Mrs Wincott, who works at 
Matalan in Banbury, added: 
“I wanted to give Jasmine 
one of my kidneys three 
years ago, when she first 
suffered renal failure, but a 
donor came through and I 
didn’t need to. 

“When she became ill 
again, I didn’t hesitate in 
offering again. All I want is 
to see her and her family 
able to lead a proper life 
again, all together. 

“I am not remotely 
nervous about it. In fact, I’m 
just pleased I can do this for 
her and my grandchildren. 
It’s what any mum would 
do.”

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Honour for the ‘public face’ of hospice 

Royal salute 


THE chairman of a North 
Oxfordshire hospice is among those 
on the Queen’s birthday honours list. 

Neil Gadsby, chairman of the 
Katharine House Hospice Trust, at 
Adderbury, said he was accepting his 
MBE on behalf of everyone at the 
trust. 

The Katharine House Hospice

Trust was founded in 1985. 

In 1987, Neil Gadsby, then aged 52 
took early retirement from his 
career as headteacher, to devote him¬ 
self to setting up the hospice, and 
has done so ever since, as chairman 
of the trustees of the charity 

Mr Gadsby, 75, said: “Although I 
have obviously been the public face 
of the organisation for more than 25 
years, nothing could have been 
achieved without the support of the 
whole community. 

“Many hundreds of people have 
been involved in so many ways over 
the years . Their support has been a 
constant source of pleasure and joy 
to me, knowing that so many are 
willing to be involved in altruistic 
endeavour. 

“A mark of a civilised society is 
the way in which care is provided to 
those in need at the end of life, and 
the local community has ensured 
that hospice care is available to the 
people of Banbury and the sur¬ 
rounding area”. 

He added: “The many staff who 
have all contributed to the develop¬ 
ment of such highly-valued services 
deserve much praise. Their skill and 
devotion are appreciated by all who 
have turned to Katharine House for 
support. 

“I firmly belief that this award 
belongs to the community, to our vol¬ 
unteers and to our staff”. 

Comedian Graeme Garden gave 
himself a gong in one episode of hit 
1970s show The Goodies and now he 


has a real one. Mr Garden, 68, from 
Enstone, is now an OBE, for services 
to light entertainment. 

He lives with his wife, Emma, and 
the couple have a son, Tom, 26. 

Mr Garden, who is in the middle of 
recording a new series of the Radio 4 
show Sorry, I Haven’t A Clue, also 
has a son and a daughter from his 
first marriage. 

He said: “This is a great honour. 
When The Goodies was on, I awarded 
myself an OBE on one of the shows 
to tease Bill Oddie, who had been 
recognised for his wildlife work, so 
it’s great to finally get a real one. 

“At Christmas, it was the 40th 
anniversary of the first show going 
out and I’m amazed that public affec¬ 
tion for the show has lasted so long.” 

Mr Garden appeared in The 
Goodies from 1970 to 1982 with Bill 
Oddie and Tim Brooke-Taylor.

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Health chiefs accused of ignoring NHS fertility treatment rules 


Report tells

OXFORDSHIRE health 
chiefs have been accused of 
ignoring NHS rules on 
fertility treatment for 
couples in the county. 

A new Government report 
claimed a “postcode lottery” 
existed for women trying to 
get IVF at £3,000-a-cycle on 
the NHS. 

The National Institute for 
Health and Clinical 
Excellence has said three 
free courses of the treatment 
should be given to couples in 
which the woman is aged 23 
to 39. 

But a report by the All 
Party Parliamentary Group

on Infertility has revealed 
more than 70 per cent of 
NHS trusts and care 
providers were ignoring the 
official guidance. 

Back in 2009 it was 
reported how, in 
Oxfordshire, just one round 
of the treatment was funded 
and only for women aged 
between 35 to 39. 

Changes later in the year 
lowered the age bracket for 
women seeking treatment to 
30-35, rejecting women aged 


36-39. The trust was accused 
of age discrimination. 

Conservative MP Gareth 
Johnson chaired the group 
and believed more should be 
done to help couples. 

He said: “It is clear that 
many primary care trusts 
are not giving IVF the 
priority they should. 

“IVF is the creation of life 
and gives hope to thousands 
of infertile couples across 
the UK. 

“IVF treatment was 
invented in Britain and so, 
more than any other 
country, we should be 
championing its use.” 


In 2009, Oxfordshire 
couple Richard and Jackie 
Mackenzie launched a 
campaign to get the PCT to 
end what they described as 
age discrimination over 
fertility funding. 

The couple were turned 
down repeatedly for IVF 
funding because at 26, Mrs 
Mackenzie was deemed too 
young. 

Mr and Mrs Mackenzie 
have since had the treatment 
privately and will celebrate 
the first birthday of their 
son, Bobby, next month. 

Mr Mackenzie said: “They 
are ignoring the rules. I am 


saddened by this, but not 
shocked. 

“I think it is a terrible 
shame and you also have to 
consider the emotional 
wellbeing of the individuals 
who have been turned down 
and the pressure that will, in 
turn, have on the NHS. 

“The effect on individuals 
who can’t have a child is 
enormous. 

“Speaking as a man, when 
you are told you can’t give 
your wife what you both 
desperately want, it is 
emasculating. 

“We are made to feel as if 
this is a ‘free treatment’. But 


it isn’t. All of those involved 
in our campaign were 
employed and paid into the 
system.” 

NHS Oxfordshire said its 
policy was set by the South 
Central Specialised 
Commissioning Group and 
was the same for nine 
neighbouring PCTs. 

A spokesman added: 
“Through this mechanism, 
we share an ‘assisted 
conception services’ policy, 
so we could not comment on 
the report individually.” 

NICE is currently 
reviewing its guidance and 
will publish a report in 2012.

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Shock report’s 
rap for youth 
offending team 


49% of offenders did not 

do what judges ordered

HALF of Oxfordshire’s young 
offenders do not comply with 
their sentences and often 
nothing is done about it, a 
critical new report has found. 

Of the 62 cases studied, 49 per 
cent of young offenders did not 
do what magistrates or judges 
had ordered. 

Yet Oxfordshire County 
Council’s Youth Offending 
Service took insufficient 
enforcement action 40 per cent 
of the time, according to a 
Criminal Justice Joint 
Inspection led by HMI 
Probation. 

The service is responsible for 
managing young offenders who 
have been in trouble with the 
law. 

Report editor Julie Fox said 
youngsters were not turning up 
to scheduled meetings or 
engaging with work to deter 
them from crime, and should 
have been sent warning letters 
or taken back to court. 

She added: “We were finding 
they were missing things in the 
previous behaviour of young 
people. 

“They were doing 
assessments, but with not really 


enough quality, breadth or 
depth.” 

The report called for 
“substantial improvement” to 
the team to minimise the risk of 
harm posed to the public, saying 
it was adequate just 56 per cent 
of the time. 

Yet it cited some good 
practice, including a drug user 
who was helped to examine his 
drug use by studying the music 
of reggae star Bob Marley and 
his use of cannabis. 

Council spokesman Louise 
Mendonqa said: “We are aware 
that case management is still 
focused on welfare rather than 
enforcement and this is an area 
the YOS is working on.” 

Most work is “high quality” 
but she said: “This particular 
inspection has highlighted a 
number of deficits which we 
accept as things we need to 
improve.” 

The council has four weeks to 
draw up an improvement plan 


with a re-organisation, better 
training and improved staff 
supervision. 

The report, which rated the 
YOS as “average”, revealed: 

• A third of Risk of Serious 
Harm assessments were 
completed late, a third were 
inaccurate, and some had not 
been completed at all. 

• Analysis of the harm posed to 
others was of “insufficient 
quality” 61 per cent of the time, 
because it failed to fully 
consider offenders’ previous 
behaviour. 

• Half of risk management 
plans were completed late, and 
some were not completed at all. 
Half were not good enough and 
lacked effective oversight by 
managers. 

• In 39 per cent of cases, 
assessment of whether offenders 
were likely to reoffend were 
insufficient, and one in five was 
completed late. A tenth were left 
incomplete.

New figures reveal 
fewer pupils face 
school expulsion 


MOST Oxfordshire pupils are 
expelled for persistent 
disruptive behaviour and 
physical assaults, newly 
released figures show. 

Of the 290 expelled in the 
last four years, 100 were for 
“persistent disruptive 
behaviour”, 38 for physical 
assault against an adult and 
58 for physical assault 
against a pupil. 

Yet the number of 
expulsions has fallen, from 
67 in 2006/07, then 66, 81 and 
44 in the following years. 
Some 32 have been expelled 
so far this year. 

The figures, in response to 
a Freedom of Information 
request, covers primary and 
secondary schools. 

Of those expelled, 80 per 
cent were boys and four 
were for bullying, 15 for 
drugs and alcohol, 11 for 
stealing and one for sexual 
misconduct. 

Most expulsions were 


among pupils in years nine 
and ten. National Union of 
Teachers Oxfordshire 
spokesman Gawain Little 
said: “It is encouraging that 
the numbers have gone 
down.” 

Yet he said the 
Government’s academy drive, 
which gives schools greater 
independence from councils, 
could see expulsions rise. 

He said: “The Government 
policy of schools going it 
alone and competing, 
unfortunately works against 
solving these long-term 
behaviour issues as it makes 
it harder for schools to co¬ 
ordinate and co-operate.” 

Melinda Tilley, Oxfordshire 
County Council’s cabinet 
member for schools, said: “It 
is very good news the figures 
have gone down. 

“I do not think the new 
system should cause them to 
go up. I think the opposite is 
true.” 


AN umbrella group for county charities 
has welcomed its 500th member. 

Yellow Submarine Respite Holidays 
is the 500th charity to join Oxfordshire 
Community and Voluntary Action. 

The Oxfordshire-based charity was 
launched last year and provides 
subsidised respite breaks, day 
activities and residential holidays for 
people with learning disabilities and 
their families. 

Founder Toby Staveley said: “I 
came across OCVA while searching 
on the Internet for groups that support 
charities. I tried out some of the 
training opportunities, which I found 
really helpful. 

“As a new organisation I could see 
the advantages of being part of a 
larger network and accessing the 
support on offer.” 

The OCVA charity offers charities, 
community groups and social 
enterprises, services including training 
and web hosting. 

Spokesman Ruth Domoney, said: 
“It's great that Yellow Submarine has 
become the 500th member of OCVA. 

“It joins our growing network of 
diverse and dynamic voluntary and 
community organisations, working to 
improve the lives of local people.”

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The never-ending job, as workmen tackle 14,000 repairs since December 


The potholes poser 


COUNCIL workmen have 
filled in 14,000 potholes 
across Oxfordshire since 
December, in the never- 
ending battle to repair the 
roads. 

The latest figures to be 
released show that 77 
potholes a day were 
repaired between December 
1, 2010, and June 1, 2011, 
after the county 
experienced the coldest 
winter for decades. 

In total, 13,986 potholes 
were fixed over the six 
months. Over 1,000 were 
judged so dangerous that 
workmen had to repair 
them within two hours of 
the potholes being reported 
to the council. 

But, as of June 1, there 
were 2,331 still to be fixed 
across Oxfordshire, the vast 
majority of them in the 
least serious category. 

The councillor 
responsible for roads, 
Rodney Rose, said: “Pothole 
repair is a never-ending, 12- 
months-a-year-j ob. 

“We all hate to see 
potholes on our roads and

the council’s staff work 
hard to maintain some 2,800 
miles of road across the 
county, which is greater 
than the distance from 
London to the North Pole. 

“Unfortunately, the 
reality for all road networks 
is that defects are 
constantly forming, which 
means there will never be a 
time when roads are 
completely pothole-free. 

“The bottom line is that 
there will always be a 
backlog of work that needs 
to be done and funding will 
constantly be needed to 
carry that out.” 

Labour’s shadow 
transport minister, John 
Woodcock, attacked the 
state of the Oxfordshire’s 
roads, saying there was a 
£67.9m backlog of work that 
needed to be completed 
across the county. 

Mr Woodcock said: 
“Instead of continually 
patching up knackered road 


surfaces with a bucket of 
tar, we need a proper 
strategic plan for 
Oxfordshire roads which 
could save taxpayers a 
fortune in the long term.” 

But the county council 
said it was already working 
on such an approach. 

Mr Rose said £3.5m of 
extra Government money 
would be used to repair long 
sections of worn-out road 
across the county from later 
this summer. 

He said: “While this 
funding won’t enable 
wholesale repair and 
restructuring of the entire 
network, it will make a 
lasting difference on 
specific stretches which 
need it the most.” 

Local driver Malcolm 
Denton, whose Mini was 
damaged by a pothole last 
year, said: “On the country 
roads, the biggest issue now 
is people are so busy 
looking for potholes, and 
avoiding them, that they are 
not looking at the road 
ahead and making sure it is 
clear.”

Farmer is fined over 


his diseased flock 


A FARMER, who left a diseased 
lamb to be eaten alive by crows, 
was found to have another 12 
dead sheep in his fields. 

Sebastian Peissel, 45, kept more 
than 100 sheep at South 
Newington. 

But in November a walker 
discovered the dying animal lying 
in a pool of blood with one eye 
missing. 

An inspection following the 
gruesome find revealed that some 
of the flock were weakened by a

worm infection of the gut - 
parasitic gastro-enteritis. 

A post-mortem examination of 
the lamb found it was missing an 
eye and part of its tongue and 
there was damage to the animal’s 
bowel. 

Another lamb had to be put 
down after it was found 
dehydrated and unable to stand. 

Richard Webb, of Oxfordshire 


County Council’s trading 
standards, said: "A reasonable 
stockman should have spotted the 
symptoms of the4 disease and 
treated the lambs at the initial 
scouring stage. 

“Mr Peissel clearly failed in his 
duty of care to these lambs with 
the consequences, for at least one 
of the lambs, being what can only 
be described as horrific.” 

Peissel was charged with four 
offences under the Animal 
Welfare Act, and appeared in the 


dock before magistrates at Milton 
Keynes. 

He pleaded guilty to causing 
unnecessary suffering to the 
lamb and failing to provide three 
other sheep with appropriate 
care 

He also pleaded guilty to ten 
offences under the Animal By- 
Products Regulations, which 
control the disposal of livestock 
carcasses and prevent the spread 
of disease. 

Peissel was fined £1,100.

THE BEAVER (12A, 91 mins) 
Drama/Comedy/Romance. Mel 
Gibson, Jodie Foster, Anton

T he trials of Mel Gibson, 
whose rants to an ex- 
girlfriend were caught on 
tape last year, seem like a curious 
case of life imitating art in this 
blackly humourous tale of a man’s 
emotional breakdown. 

Hopefully, any lingering 
controversy won’t overshadow 
Jodie Foster’s third film behind the 
camera, which is her most assured 
effort to date. 

Based on a script by Kyle Killen, 
The Beaver sensitively deals with 
themes of mental illness, suicide 
and self-belief, plumbing some 
very dark nooks of the humans 
psyche as the characters come to 
terms with their failings. 

Foster treads carefully around 
the thorny subject matter, 


tempering occasional 
sentimentality with spiky humour 
and tearful recriminations. 

Her ensemble cast rises to the 
challenge magnificently, anchored 
by a mesmerising performance 
from Gibson, who performs almost 
the entire film with a glove puppet 
on his hand, alternating between 
his character’s softly spoken voice 
and the guttural Cockney growl of 
the stuffed animal. 

In other hands - pun intended - 
the double act of man and critter 
would be preposterous, but there is 
a fearlessness to Gibson’s portrayal 
that compels us to see the world 
through his weary eyes. 

What we see, we like very much. 

Businessman Walter Black 
(Gibson) presides over a toy 
company that desperately needs 
one innovative product to revive its 
ailing fortunes. 

While the VP (Cherry Jones) 
holds the business together, Walter 
self-implodes with depression, 
making life unbearable for his wife 


string 

Meredith (Jodie Foster), teenage 
son, Porter (Anton Yelchin), and 
youngest boy, Henry (Riley 
Thomas Stewart). Eventually, 
Meredith is forced to kick out her 
husband, hoping he will get 
professional help. 

Following a failed suicide 
attempt, Walter returns to the 
homestead with a beaver glove 
puppet, through which he 
addresses the family as part of a 
bizarre form of therapy. 

Porter is furious. 

“It takes you years to get him out 
of here then you let him come back 
the next night with a talking 
hamster!”, he rages at his mother. 

Meanwhile at school, Porter 
tries to impress the smartest girl in 
his class, Norah (Jennifer 
Lawrence). 

The Beaver sounds ridiculous, 
yet on the screen, Foster, Gibson 
and co make this dysfunctional 
family snapshot work surprisingly 
well. 

Killen’s script glitters with some 


lovely turns of phrase (“Walter’s 
depression is an ink that stains 
everything it touches”) and we 
come to invest almost as much 
emotion in the Beaver as Walter. 

A tasteful sex scene, complete 
with the puppet in attendance, 
ends with the hilarious image of 


the Beaver gasping for breath in 
perfect time with Gibson. 

Yelchin and Oscar nominee 
Lawrence are an attractive pairing 
and bring out the grief and self- 
loathing that propels their 
teenagers on the path to 
redemption.

GILES WOODFORDE talks to Laura Doddington, one of the 
stars of Communicating Doors, coming to The Oxford Playhouse 


An inability to 
communicate 


POOPAY knocks at the 
door of an expensive 
hotel suite. Once inside, 
her full-length fake fur 
coat is rapidly discarded, 
revealing a silver- 
studded leather corset 
underneath. 

“When I was first 
shown the costume I 
would be wearing, fear 
bubbled up in me,” 
laughed Laura 
Doddington, pictured. 
“It’s such a statement, 
isn’t it?” 

Laura plays Poopay in 
Alan Ayckbourn’s 
comedy Communicating 
Doors. Poopay tells the 
smooth businessman 
who opens the door that 
she’s a “specialist sexual 
consultant”. 

Assuming he’s a client, 
she produces a whip 
from her handbag, in 
case this should be of 
interest. At this point, an 
elderly gentleman totters 
from the 

en-suite bathroom. “Are 
there two of you? This is 


a single booking,” snaps 
Poopay. Many classic 
Ayckbourn-style 
misunderstandings duly 
follow. 

“She truly believes she 
isn’t an ordinary hooker, 
she’s a specialist sexual 
consultant,” Laura said. 
“You have to deliver the 
line deadpan. It’s so 
important with comedy. 

“Before a show opens, 
Alan always says to the 
actors, ‘I’ve done my bit. 
You guys are all on the 
train, you’ve got your 
tickets’.” 

Communicating Doors 
is a comedy first and 
foremost, but it’s also a 
thriller, and there’s a 
snatch of science fiction 
too. Like most of 
Ayckbourn’s prolific 
output, it began life at 
the Stephen Joseph 
Theatre, Scarborough, 
where Laura Doddington 
has become a regular. 
But she remembers her 
first Scarborough 
audition well. 



“I was young and 
impatient. I’d come out 
of drama school, worked 
for six months, then 
nothing. So I made the 
decision on that day that 
if I didn’t get the next 
audition, I’d give up. 

Luckily I was cast me 
in a Neil Simon comedy- 
drama, / Ought to be in 
Pictures. Then Alan 
asked me if I’d do the 


Christmas show, and it 
snowballed from there.” 

Laura was just three, 
when she decided on an 
acting career. “My dad 
was a school drama 
teacher, and his school 
was doing Grease. I 
don’t remember this, but 
apparently I was taken to 
a rehearsal, and sitting in 
my mum’s lap, I 
announced that I was 
going on the stage. Her 
reaction was: ‘please 
God, no!’. 

“But I’d learnt the song 
being rehearsed. It was 
Look at me, I’m Sandra 
Dee, lousy with virginity". 
Mum was mortified!” 

But you have to admit 
that the song fits 
Poopay, “specialist 
sexual consultant”, very 
well indeed. “Doesn’t it 
just?” Laura gleefully 
agreed.

O n paper, combining a 
car the size of the 
Volkswagen Passat 
Estate with a modest 
1.6-litre engine sounds like a 
potential nailed-on nightmare. 

In reality, the union is surpris¬ 
ingly something of a dream 
team. 

Every diesel engine powering 
models in the seventh genera¬ 
tion Passat range is badged 
BlueMotion, VW’s ‘green’ 
brand, which means the engine 
combines both battery regenera¬ 
tion and a stop/start system as 
standard. 

Cutting through the techno¬ 
speak, the big effect of the little 
BlueMotion badge is on easing 
the pain of modern motoring on 
your wallet. 

In day-to-day use, the test 
model 1.6-litre TDI 105 Estate 
can deliver average mpg in the 
mid 60s and CO 2 emissions guar¬ 
anteed to deliver rock-bottom 
road tax. Changes planned for 
the engine later this year prom¬ 
ise even more for this marathon 
mileage machine. 

And all this in a car which will 
whisk five people around in

some considerable comfort and 
style, while delivering the carry¬ 
ing capacity of a small van. 

Despite its modest size, the 
power from the 1.6-litre diesel, 
combined with precise use of 
the six-speed manual gearbox, 
delivers a smooth, quiet, relax¬ 
ing ride. 

If the fuel consumption and 
exhaust emission figures are not 
enough to attract interest, VW 
says it has changed every panel 
and glass surface apart from the 
roof, and fitted chrome grille 
louvres framed by angular head¬ 
light units, to give it a fresh look. 

Less visible than the external 
changes, but helping to raise the 
luxury feel inside is the fitting of 
thicker glass to the side win¬ 
dows, while the windscreen has 
a thin plastic film sandwiched 
between two layers of the glass 
to help reduce noise transmis¬ 
sion. 

Extra sound deadening has 
also been placed into the front 
bulkhead, wheelarches and 
dashboard, to cut engine noise 
entering the interior. 


The cabin, too, has had an 
upmarket makeover, where new 
door trims and a revised dash¬ 
board with new dials, join subtle 
chrome highlights, new seats 
and a classy analogue clock. A 
push button-operated parking 
brake is retained. 

Also given a boost are the safe¬ 
ty systems available, with the 
option of an automatic fatigue 
detection system and an emer¬ 
gency city braking system. 

With the changes made to the 
new model Volkswagen believes 
that for the first time, the estate 
version will outsell the saloon.
